The  main  project  of  the  Student  Government  for  this  year  has  been  the  placing  of  a  plaque  for  the 
men  and  women  in  service  from  Washington-Lee.  A  memorial  shelf  has  been  established  in  the  library 
for  those  who  have  given  their  lives  in  service.  Special  books  have  been  selected,  each  having  a  book 
plate  giving  the  name,  rank,  and  date  of  death  of  each  service  man.
